‘Outrageous’ as more than £1 m spent on consultants looking to cut beds

HEALTH bosses have spent more 
than £4m on developing controver¬ 
sial proposals that could lead to 
the closure of a major south-west 
London hospital. 

NHS England has spent 
£4,158,311 on its sustainability and 
transformation plan (STP), a pro¬ 
posal expected to cut bed capacity 
at one of south-west London’s five 
major hospitals - Kingston, Croy¬ 
don, St George’s and Epsom and St 
Helier. 

The money has been spent on 
paying managing consultants 
to draw up strategies across the 
country, with south-west London 
incurring the biggest spends. 

Some £1,807,340 was paid to 
PricewaterhouseCoopers (PwC) 
for “programme support” and a 
further £477,715 for “specialist 
commissioning work”. 

The figures, obtained through 
an FOI request, come despite nu¬ 
merous campaign groups and 
think tanks pointing to a growing 
crisis within the NHS. 

This year Kingston Hospital has 
issued two warnings to residents 
to avoid using the service as it 
struggled to cope with increasing 
pressure. 

Dr Mark Porter, chairman of 
the British Medical Association’s 
council, said: ‘It is outrageous 
that so much vital resource is be¬ 
ing handed to consultancy firms 
for their part in delivering STPs 
which, ultimately, may never come 


to fruition. These figures are espe¬ 
cially concerning given that every¬ 
one can see a huge crisis unfolding 
within our health service. 

“The NHS is at breaking point, 
with record numbers of trusts and 
GP practices raising the alarm to 
say they already can’t cope, and 
while frontline staff struggle to 
provide safe patient care in a ser¬ 
vice increasingly becoming un- 
fit-for-purpose.” 

Kingston Hospital is one of the 
services lined up for the STP. 

In total, it was revealed that at 
least £17.6m has been spent by 
NHS bosses on developing pro¬ 
posals across the country, with 44 
STPs created.The NHS is hoping 
the plans could help save money in 
the face of an expected £900m defi¬ 
cit this year. 


NHS England plans to make 
£22bn-worth of cuts by 2020. 

The South West London Col¬ 
laborative Commissioning group 
(SWLCC), made up of CCGs across 
the region, has developed the pro¬ 
posals. 

A spokesman said: “The con¬ 
sultancy support helped us devel¬ 
op specific parts of the STP with 
consultants working in particular 
on specific and complex financial 
and activity modelling, which re¬ 
quired specialist expertise. 

“There has been much discus¬ 
sion about numbers of hospitals 
in south west London, but we 
know we will continue to need all 
the hospitals we currently have. 

“We have said previously, we 
don’t think every hospital has to 
provide every service.” 


Campaigners have claimed cut¬ 
ting services while dealing with 
an ageing population would leave 
the NHS facing overwhelming 
pressure. 

According to a report by think 
tank The King’s Fund last month, 
the NHS may in fact need 17,000 
more hospital beds to meet de¬ 
mands in care. 

Janet Davies, chief executive 
of the Royal College of Nursing 
(RCN), said: “It is very hard to see 
how the Government can justify 
spending millions on management 
consultants, some of whom advise 
on cutting nursing staff to save 
money.” 

Kingston MP James Berry has 
started a campaign to protect the 
“geographically important” King¬ 
ston Hospital from cuts outlined 
in the STP. 

In December last year, the hospi¬ 
tal opened a new emergency ward 
of six more beds in a bed to stem 
the crisis. 

St Helier’s Hospital is consid¬ 
ered by campaigners to be at seri¬ 
ous risk under the proposals. 

Colin Crilly, committee member 
of campaign group Save Our St 
Helier’s Hospital, said: “This £4m 
figure is shocking. 

“The STPs are an excuse to get 
rid of a lot of things that the pub¬ 
lic depend upon. 

“It’s the fact that they have 
spent so much money at a time 
when money is short, this is all 
part of the ongoing privatisa¬ 
tion agenda. It’s just going to be 
horrific.”

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Councillors reject a motion to remove David Hodge over the row about council tax ‘deal’ 

Bid to boot out council leader fails

COUNCILLORS have overwhelmingly 
rejected a motion to oust Surrey County 
Council leader David Hodge amid accusa¬ 
tions he pushed for a “sweetheart” fund¬ 
ing deal from the Government. 

A motion of no confidence put forward 
by the Liberal Democrats was rejected 
with only eight councillors in support 
compared to 47 in opposition and 12 ab- 
sentions. The council has been embroiled 
in a row since Conservative leader Mr 
Hodge announced that he would be pro¬ 
posing a 15 per cent council tax rise ear¬ 
lier this year. 

The hike was slashed to five per cent 
after it was alleged in the Commons that 
Surrey had been offered a “sweetheart” 
deal to back down. Councillors support¬ 
ing Mr Hodge called the motion “oppor¬ 
tunistic” and “mean-spirited” in a debate 
before the vote. 

The controversial motion by Liber¬ 
al Democrat leader Hazel Watson was 
called after Surrey leader David Hodge 
admitted a “gentlemans agreement” had 
been made with central government to 
avoid the embarassing 15 per cent coun¬ 
cil tax hike. 

The Lib Dems had urged Mr Hodge to 
either stand down or face the vote of no 
confidence at a meeting of the full coun¬ 
cil today. But the motion was overwhelm¬ 
ingly shot down, with 47 councillors 
against deposing Mr Hodge. Only eight 
councillors stood in favour of the motion, 
with 12 councillors abstaining. 

The heated debate came after Mrs Wat¬ 
son accused Conservative councillors of 
being “puppets” in supporting the 15 per 
cent tax hike, just weeks before voting for 
a 4.99 per cent increase last month. 

She said: “How were they able to vote 
for a 15 per cent budget one week and 
4.99 per cent the next week? Not a single 
senior member was able to stand by their 
decision. Every one of them is decidedly 
acting like a puppet when asked to do so. 

“I believe that the leader should go 
now because we need an end to the reve¬ 
lations, the speculations and the leaks so 
that the county council can go on provid¬ 
ing services for residents.” 

Woking councillor Will Forster sec¬ 
onded the motion, claiming Mr Hodge’s 
actions had brought the council into “dis¬ 
repute”. 

UKIP leader Helen Windsor said she 
would support the motion, but ques¬ 
tioned why it was being brought just over 
a month before Surrey residents go to the 
polls on May 4. 

Cllr Windsor did however praise Mr 
Hodge for being “prepared to roll up his 
sleeves and fight for his residents”, but 
was critical of his “lack of transparency 
and openness”. Other Conservative coun¬ 
cillors branded the motion “politcally 
motivated” and “mealy-mouthed”, with

others taking personal target at Cllr Wat¬ 
son, calling her “pathetic”. 

Addlestone councillor John Furey 
lambasted councillor Watson for “head¬ 
line hunting” for sending details of the 
motion to the press and public before 
officially submitting it to chairman Sally 
Ann Marks, as is protocol. 

He said: “Thank God the Conserva¬ 
tives lead Surrey. I think it’s time to have 
a vote against Hazel Watson.” 

Farnham Conservative, Denise Le Gal, 
ended the debate by calling for the mo¬ 
tion to be ‘killed’, “as it should have done 
some time ago.” 

Cheers and applause were heard across 
the council chamber as the heavy defeat 
was announced by chairman Marks. 

A defeated Cllr Watson said the vote 
had denied residents the “fresh start that 
was so desperately needed”. 

She said: “It does not solve the exces¬ 
sive secrecy within the Council, which 
has been the hallmarks of Cllr Hodge’s 
leadership, nor does it repair the Coun¬ 
cil’s damaged reputation with the people 
it was elected to serve. 

“Instead it means the continuation of 
a secretive culture at County Hall which 
serves its own interests, and those of the 
Conservative party, rather than those of 
Surrey residents. This decision means 
that Conservative councillors have en¬ 
dorsed Cllr Hodge’s 15 per cent council 
tax strategy, which was totally and ut¬ 
terly rejected by the people of Surrey. I 
note that almost a fifth of the Conserva¬ 
tive group did not vote for the leader or 
did not show up today - hardly a ringing 
endorsement. I therefore look forward 
to the County Council elections in May 
where residents can have the final say on 
this discredited administration.”

COMMUTERS FACED huge 
rush-hour delays this morning 
as the A3 northbound was 
closed when car overturned 
near Esher Common.

Boost tor hospitals with £2bn promise 


IN last week’s Budget the gov¬ 
ernment said it would give an 
additional £2bn into the NHS 
to ease the pressure on social 
care. 

Chancellor Philip Ham¬ 
mond also said £100m would 
be given to A&E departments 
to combat overcrowding. 

Campaigners have said 
this will fall short of stabiliz¬ 
ing the NHS. 

Speaking to the Independ¬ 
ent, Mike Porter, Council 
chairman of the British Med¬ 
ical Association said: “The 
Budget does nothing to ad¬ 
dress the gaping hole in the 
NHS finances.” 

“The NHS and social care 
are at breaking point and we 
have been failed by party pol¬ 
itics for too long.” 

It emerged last week the 
number of patients waiting 
four or more hours at A&E 
rose more than 300 per cent 
in some hospitals. 

In total, 2.2 million patients 
were not seen within the tar¬ 
get time in 2015-16 - more 
than double the one million 
figure in 2013-2014. 

Statistics show demand for 
A&E rose by a third in the 
last 12 years, with chronic 
diseases playing a significant 
role. 

Two thirds of hospital beds 
are occupied by one third of

the population with a long¬ 
term problem. 

In 2015-16, there were 22 
million visits to A&E, up six 
million from 2003-04. 

Mr Hammond said the 
system was “clearly under 
pressure” but claimed during 
last week’s Budget the Tories 
were “the party of the NHS.” 

Additional funding for 
A&E Units was welcomed 
by King’s College Hospital 
which said more money will 
help create other ways of 
meeting demand. 

A spokesperson said: “Like 
many hospitals across the 
country, we have seen - and 
continue to see - increased 
demand for our services, par¬ 


ticularly during the winter 
months. 

“We are currently redevel¬ 
oping our emergency depart¬ 
ment at Denmark Hill to cre¬ 
ate extra capacity for urgent 
care services. 

“More widely across the 
trust, there are plans in place 
to create new wards and in¬ 
crease the number of inpa¬ 
tient beds to help meet the 
demands on all our services. 

“Any additional funding 
the trust receives will help us 
to fulfil our plans to increase 
capacity and improve servic¬ 
es across our hospitals.” 

Speaking earlier this year, 
Darent Valley Hospital in 
Kent said it was important to 





make the best use of all NHS 
services to ease A&E pres¬ 
sure. 

A spokesperson said: “We 
are asking people in our lo¬ 
cal community who need 
non-emergency care to visit 
their GP, walk-in centre or 


minor injuries unit to get the 
most appropriate treatment 
they need, rather than visit¬ 
ing A&E. 

“You will be helping to free 
more staff to deal with genu¬ 
ine emergencies and lifesav¬ 
ing care provided by A&E. If 


you are unsure of which ser¬ 
vice you need, call NHS 111 
for advice.” 

Over the course of festive 
period, Darent Valley treat¬ 
ed 8,993 visitors to A&E, 
a figure that was up from 
8,242.

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EDUCATION IN FOCUS: Grainne Cuffe looks at a 
programme in prison hoping to reduce the rate of reoffending 


Teaching prisoners to 
become entrepreneurs 



PRISONS often get a bad rep; 
and why wouldn’t they? Rates of 
self-harm are at the highest ever 
recorded, funding cuts and staff 
shortages are resulting in prison¬ 
ers being left in their cells for 23 
hours a day; serious assaults have 
more than doubled in the last 
three years. 

According to the Council of 
Europe’s most recent annual pe¬ 
nal statistics, the UK prison pop¬ 
ulation is the biggest in western 
Europe. The rate of reoffending 
in our prisons for sentences of 
under 12 months is 59 per cent, 
while between one year and four 
is 36 per cent. 

It’s often said prisoners are 
“caught in the revolving door”; 
they go to prison and inevitably 
end up back in. Factors associated 
with reoffending include difficult 
family backgrounds, substance 
misuse problems, unemployment 
and financial problems, time 
spent in care, and pro-criminal 
attitudes. 

A significant body of research 
shows that providing education to 
prisoners can reduce reoffending 
by creating a greater likelihood 
of post-release employment. How¬ 
ever, the Prison Reform Trust 
reports that almost three-quar¬ 
ters of prisons inspected by Of- 
sted were judged as “requiring 
improvement or inadequate for 
learning and skills”. 

Wandsworth Prison, the larg¬ 
est in the UK, is a men’s prison 
that houses nearly 2000 inmates. 
An immense structure covered 
in barbed wire and a multitude 
of cameras, it looms over a leafy 
common. Behind its tall walls, 
however, something inspiring is 
flourishing. 

Cells Pitch is a three-week ed¬ 
ucation programme that teaches 
prisoners to become successful 
entrepreneurs; it’s essentially 
Dragon’s Den for inmates. Partic¬ 
ipants attend the programme for 
nearly a month and present their 
business ideas at the end to fam¬ 
ily, friends, external guests and 
fellow inmates. The prize is £500 
to help fund the idea. 

The course is taught by charity 
Principals in Finance, which was 
set up by former banker Simone 
Haynes when she saw first-hand 
the lack of financial education 
provided to prisoners. In 2009, her 
nephew was doing work experi¬ 
ence at the bank she worked at; in 
2010 he was serving seven years in 
HMP Feltham. 

Simone went to visit him and 
was met with a 16-year-old boy 
who was actually enjoying him¬ 
self “It’s not that bad here. I’m 
just chilling,” he told her. 

After going straight to the 
head of the prison to volunteer 
her services, Simone held a class 
on finance and was shocked by 
the amount of questions she re¬ 
ceived. They wanted to know 
about everything from mortgages 
to banking to job prospects. She 
quit, set up PIF and the rest is his¬ 
tory. 

“I’m really proud of what 
they’ve done,” Simone intro¬ 
duced the men taking part. None

of them had ever done public 
speaking before. As they sat wait¬ 
ing to be present their pitches, 
they joked with each other like 
they were life-long friends, even 
though they had never met before 
the course. Anticipation pulsed 
through the group. 

Judging the event were ITV 
presenter Charlene White, Sky 
TV commissioner Marvin Benoit, 
operations director and compa¬ 
ny secretary of prison paper In¬ 
side Time John Roberts, Annika 
Allen, co-founder of The Colour 
Network, Erik Mesel, John Ly¬ 
ons Charity grant manager and 
Jo Tongue, CEO of Tongue Tied 
Media. 

Following each presentation, 
two or three judges would give 
their opinion and offer advice on 
how to make the business ideas 
successful. The pitches were time¬ 
ly, pragmatic and inventive, and 
what they all had in common was 
the idea of giving back to the com¬ 
munity; being involved in it rath¬ 
er than being an outsider. 

Ideas included setting up a sup¬ 
port group for fathers and their 
children, a mobile car wash ser¬ 
vice, motivational speaking, fit¬ 
ness training in prison, a mobile 
beauty salon focusing on pension¬ 
ers, and a personal trainer Face¬ 
time app. 

There is not usually a run¬ 
ner-up but the judges felt one of 
the participants, who came up 
with a Caribbean restaurant that 
served vegan, vegetarian and pe- 
scetarian food, deserved a prize. 
He won £250 funded directly from 
the judges. 

The winner presented his idea 
for a cleaning company with 
confidence and ease. He intends 
to hire ex-prisoners to give them 


the chance they are so often not 
afforded. 

The participant who had mobile 
car wash idea said in his pitch that 
he wanted to make his parents 
proud. Speaking to Wandsworth 
Guardian, he said prison cours¬ 
es often weren’t very useful and 
served only to make the prison 
look good from the outside. 

However, he said Cells Pitch was 
“the best course” he had ever done. 

He said: “I’ve done a lot of 
courses but I always drop out. I 
really liked this one- it builds your 
confidence right up.” 

As well as Cells Pitch, courses 
such as conflict resolution, music 
production, graffiti art, and yoga 
are on offer to the residents at 
HMP Wandsworth. 

Head of learning at the pris¬ 
on, Sarah Fitzgerald, said it was 
“an absolute privilege” to be part 
of Cells Pitch. She added: “This 
is just the start of what we can 
achieve when we work together.” 

Founder Simone said: “The 
event was inspirational. 

“Ten men all from challenging 
backgrounds worked very hard 
over the last three weeks, to de¬ 
velop a business that will not only 
have a social impact but also pro¬ 
vide a legitimate income upon re¬ 
lease. 

“I was very proud to see how 
they had developed their ideas in 
preparation for pitching to an au¬ 
dience of 101 people comprising 
family members, external guests, 
staff and fellow prisoners. 

“Not everyone can do this. Help¬ 
ing prisoners to embrace change 
and help with their rehabilitation 
is the best job in the world!” 

Cells Pitch will be taking place 
again in May with a new batch of 
aspiring entrepreneurs.

Union members ready to walk out on April 8 over dispute 

Several rail firms set for 
Grand National action

MEMBERS of the Rail, Maritime 
and Transport (RMT) union will 
stage a fresh 24-hour strike on 
the day of the Grand National in 
bitter disputes over staffing and 
the role of conductors. 

RMT union members at 
Southern, Merseyrail and Arri- 
va Trains North will walk out on 
Saturday, April 8, causing fresh 
travel misery for hundreds of 
thousands of passengers.

FURTHER to the call on 
council to take further action 
in tackling air pollution (Tom 
Killick, 2 March), comprehen¬ 
sive parking reform would 
also make a huge difference to 
both congestion and pollution 
levels. 

Current parking policy fa¬ 
cilitates rather than regulates 
households, allowing unlim¬ 
ited multivehicle permits, 
whilst discriminating against 
households without vehicles, 


regarding both access and cost 
of visitor permits. 

As a consequence, over 
recent years, Council has also 
allowed expansion, rather 
than restriction, of vehicular 
parking along main roads, such 
as Kingston road and even 
more alarmingly, created these 
parking spaces over existing 
cycle lanes and pavements. 

The result is to deter rather 
than encourage both walking 
and cycling, endangering 


safety, both from the additional 
pollution caused by parking 
manoeuvres & idling, as well as 
physical danger, with pedestri¬ 
ans not protected by barriers, 
as drivers attempt, often with 
great difficulty, to park half on 
and off pavements. 

Cyclists are perilously forced 
out into the main traffic fare, 
away from fast diminishing, 
piecemeal cycle lanes. 

The Council has already 
taken action regarding a diesel 


surcharge, but needs to go 
much further if there is to be 
any significant environmental 
improvement. I 
t would be helpful to know 
how many residents are 
currently turning up at GP 
surgeries and hospitals, having 
difficulty breathing whilst 
walking outside, and being 
prescribed inhalers?

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Quick and easy 30 minute roast 
lamb with Garlic Mash 


This dish as recommended by Pete and Leo Williamson of WhatDadCooked.Com is a French style Sunday 
dinner. For me the recipe is all about tarragon and flageolet bean and how well they combine with roast 
lamb. But in fact, the marvel of the recipe is that it can be done in 30 minutes. 


I WHAT YOU NEED: 1 half leg 
I joint of lamb with bone - about 
1 850 - 1 kg OR 4 lamb neck fil¬ 
lets - about 850g - 1 kg, 200g 
unsmoked bacon lardons, 1 
large onion or equivalent shal- 
I lots, 2 sticks of celery, 6 cloves 
I of garlic unpeeled, 1 or 2 tins 
I of flagelolet beans (drained 
I 530g), 1 kg King Edward po- 
I tatoes, 500 ml chicken stock, 
1 2 tbs white wine vinegar, 1 
I tsp dried tarragon, Store cup- 
| board: salt, pepper, olive oil, 
| butter, milk. 

HOW DAD COOKED IT: 

I Take the roast out of the fridge 
I for half an hour before using 
I and preheat the oven to 240C, 
| Gas 9 for at least 15 minutes 
I before starting. Sorry if this 
I feel like a cheat - but it's not 
1 really cooking, is it? NB: like all 
I quicker recipes there is a lot of 
I overlapping and multi-tasking 
j involved. 


RECIPE: Put 6 unpeeled fat 
cloves of garlic into a parcel 
of tinfoil with a teaspoon of 
water, seal tightly and put on 
a roasting dish. Dry the lamb 
with kitchen towel. Butterfly the 
lamb leg joint if using. Season 
with salt and pepper and drizzle 
over olive oil. Lay the butterflied 
leg joint or lamb necks out flat 
on the roasting tray (fat side up) 
and place in the oven. Cook for 
15 minutes, then turn the heat 
down to 180C, Gas 4 and cook 
for 10 minutes. Remove garlic 
and turn the heat off. 

Meanwhile, fill the kettle 
and boil. Peel the potatoes, cut 
into 2mm slices 2 and put into 
a pan. Pour boiling water into 
the pan and add a teaspoon of 
salt, bring back to a slow boil 
and cook for 15 minutes. Drain 
and place on top of a dry pan 
for 5 minutes. 

Open the tins of beans and 


drain (don't rinse), chop the 
shallots and the celery and put 
into a heavy-based pan with 
the lardons and 2 tablespoons 
of light olive oil. Fry on medi¬ 
um-high heat for 10 minutes. 
Add 2 tablespoons of white 
wine vinegar and 250 ml of 
the chicken stock to the pan 
and bring to a simmer. Add the 
tarragon and pepper, cook for 
5 minutes. Add the beans and 
cook for 5 minutes. 

Put 25g of butter and 100ml 
of milk in a pan and heat. Re¬ 
move skins from the roasted 
garlic and mash with a fork. 
Add the potatoes and garlic 
(to taste) to the pan and mash. 
Season with salt and pepper. 
Take the meat out of the oven. 
Spoon off excess fat from the 
tin and deglaze with 100ml of 
stock and put into a pan with 
the remaining stock. Heat to 
reduce - add 20g of butter and 


whisk, taste and season. Cut 
the lamb into slices (for lamb 
neck fillets cut at a slight angle) 
and serve over the flageolet 
beans, with mash and the re¬ 
duced gravy. A few green vege¬ 
tables would be welcome. 

TIPS: This recipe demon¬ 
strates the wonder of tarragon 
and flageolet beans. They seem 
to be made for each other 
and make a great accompani¬ 
ment to duck, lamb and pork. 
By all means buy fresh - but 
it's handy to have a jar of the 
dried stuff in the storecup- 
board (add to omelettes, or 
fried mushrooms...). If you use 
fresh tarragon chop about 1 
tablespoon of chopped fresh 
leaves and add with the stock, 
taste as you go and add more 
if needed. Use tarragon with a 
light hand...

ALONE? 


Many young people 
think it would be 
impossible to buy 
without a partner... 





One in fouryoung singletons (25 
per cent) feel it will be impossible 
to buy their own home without 
a partner, according to the new 
research from Post Office Money 
Mortgages. 

Of home owning young couples 
(aged 18-34), 27 per cent feel they 
would have only have been able to 
buy a home together. 

On average, half of young 
couples living together are renters, 
while half jointly own a home (45 
& 44 per cent). A large number of 
couples are motivated by practical 
reasons when taking this step, 
with 22 per cent admitting they 
made their initial move in order to 
save money.

We currently have two single 
first time buyers relying on money 
gifted from their parents and grand 
parents and a couple, who are 
friends, buying together as they 
can't afford to buy on their own 
and really don't like renting which is 
more exspensive. 

"There are very few first time 
buyers who can afford to buy a 
property without parental help and 
are living at home to save money as 


renting is to costly." 

With the average price of a 
starter home for a first time buyer 
(FTB) increasing by seven per cent 
(£12,785) over the last year to 
£183,385, the average earnings of 
a first time buyer (FTB) household in 
the UK is £50,000 - nearly double 
the average annual salary of a 
single person (£27,274)**. However, 
despite joining their finances in 
order to get into their first home, 

34 per cent of young coupled 
homeowners admit they didn't 
contribute equally and for some 
this eventually led to tension in the 
relationship (20 percent). 

Owen Woodley, Managing

HOTEL OF MUM AND DAD: 
One in 20 young couples (six per 
cent) chooses to live with one of 
their parents. While 29 per cent 
felt the decreased rent relieved 
stress while they were saving they 


admitted the situation lacked 
privacy (31 per cent) and led to 
their parents scrutinizing their 
finances more (14 percent). 

For parents, even at the point 
where they do manage to finally 
empty their nest, 19 per cent of 
young homeowners will still rely on 
them to pay the majority of their 
deposit.

Never forget that estate agents 
earn their commission by talking 
directly to possible purchasers and 
so far there’s no email prompt to 
match the after-viewing call-back 
that can turn a dithering viewer 
into a definite buyer. 

The bottom line is most people 
only move home a handful of times 
and it’s such a big purchase they 
like to be guided through all of the 




steps by someone familiar with the 
process. 

And that property professional 
could be you. 


So how do you succeed in this 
new world of drone video clips, 
click-and-collect homes and remote 
contact with customers? 

Well you start by checking out the 
vacancies, then brushing up your 
industry knowledge on homes. 

The next step is to be sure your 
people skills are as impressive as 
your tech abilities because this isn’t 
an ‘off-the-shelf’ business. 

Even when it’s brand new homes 
you’re selling, you still have to do 
the walk-round and talk about fi¬ 
nance options and kitchen finishes.

Runners pay ‘Al-bot’ tribute to fellow athlete Alan Collis 


CROSS-COUNTRY: The Banstead 
Woods parkrun community 
made a touching tribute to the 
passing of local hero Alan Col¬ 
lis with a new trademark pose 
inspired by Britain’s four-time 
Olympic gold medal-winning Sir 
Mo Farah last Saturday. 

The community stood in unity 
on the start line with their arms 
raised high above their head in 
the shape of an A in, which has 
now been dubbed the Albot. 

The tributes continued during 
the run with the masses raising 


their arms in his honour as 
they cruised round the final 
corner. 

His daughter Natalie Mathe- 
son, who ran her 10th parkrun 
last weekend, was humbled by 
his “amazing send off”. 

Alan was a treasured member 
of the parkrun community, run¬ 
ning 349 of his 422 parkruns at 
Banstead Woods. 

At one point he was in the top 
10 of the world for the most 
parkruns ever completed and 
didn’t miss a Saturday morning 


for 137 consecutive weeks. 

He had been battling cancer 
of the pancreas for the past 
18 months but was still an 
active member of the parkrun 
community, completing 32 
parkruns while undergoing 
chemotherapy. 

He was admitted to hospital 
on March 6 and died eight 
days later. 

After word of his passing 
spread, 278 runners gathered 
in his memory to run in tribute 
at the Woods. 


It was the second highest at¬ 
tendance in the parkrun’s histo¬ 
ry - with the record being set 
when a neighbouring parkrun 
had been cancelled. 

Event director Chris Phelan had 
to delay the start of the event 
to allow runners to make their 
way to the Woods after both car 
parks were overwhelmed with 
capacity. 

After calm had been restored, 
tributes were shared on the 
start line before a minute’s ap¬ 
plause to remember his life.

In a first half of few 
chances, Roarie Deacon had 
the best of the bunch but his 
effort hit the frame of the 
goal after just two minutes. 

The Stones hadn’t played 
a competitive game since 
March 4 and looked sur¬ 
prisingly sluggish, allowing 
Sutton to take control of the 
match, which has been lov¬ 
ingly dubbed El Plastico by 
supporters due to both club’s 


owning 3G pitches. 

The game developed into a 
midfield battle and it took an 
hour for the Kent side to test 
U’s goalkeeper Will Puddy. 

Sutton were rewarded for 
being the better side when 
Kieron Cadogan’s cross 
was diverted into his own 
net by Jamie Coyle while 
under pressure from Adam 
Coombes to spark jubilant 
scenes among the travelling 
support in a crowd of 2,929. 

But Sutton’s joy was short¬ 
lived. In the 68th minute 
confusion between Coombes 
and Craig Eastmond meant 
Kevin Amankwaah’s soft 
challenge on Jamar Loza 
was harshly adjudged an in¬ 
fringement by the referee. 

Loza stepped up to lev¬ 


el the scores from the spot 
despite Puddy getting a hand 
to the ball. 

Second’s later Coombes 
was unlucky not to restore 
Sutton’s lead when his effort 
clipped the outside of the 
post. With 10 minutes left 
the Stones saw a shot hit the 
crossbar. 

The point is useful in both 
teams’ fight to avoid the drop 
with Sutton now six points 
clear of the relegation zone 
with nine games remaining. 

Tuesday’s result comes 
hot on the heels of Satur¬ 
day’s 2-0 defeat at high flying 
Aldershot where, despite 
controlling much of the 
game, the U’s were punished 
for not taking their chances 
by conceding late goals in 


either half. 

United face North Ferriby 
United on Saturday at Gan¬ 
der Green Lane (3pm) with 
the visitors facing an uphill 
struggle to avoid an instant 
return to National League 
North. Next Tuesday the U’s 
host title challengers Lin¬ 
coln City (7.45pm).
